N EVER did the Enemies of the Goſpel con- 


\ | crive ſo malicious an Accuſation, nor in- 
| deed, if it had been true, could have rais d 
a more juſt Argument againſt our moſt 
Holy and Pure and Peaceable Religion, than that 
which was ſo frequently, but ſo falſly urg d againſt 
our Saviour bimtelf and his Apoſtles, at their firſt 
Preaching and Publiſhing of it to the World. Namely, 
that it was a Turbulent and Seditious Religion, and 
that the Spreaders of it were the Diſturbers of States 
and Kingdoms, and the known Deſtroyers, whereſoe- 
ver they came, of the common Peace and Quiet of 
Mankind. Thus the Jews at the Preaching of St. Paul 
at Theſſalonica , tho they themſelves were in an open 
Riot; for they took unto them, as the Text ſays, certain agg yyii, 
Lewd Fellows of the baſer ſort, and gather d a Company, and “. __ 
ſet all the City in an uproar, and aſſaulted the houſe of "4M 
Jaſon; yet had the Impudence to accuſe St. Paul and : of 
his Companions, of the Crime which themſelves were 
at that time actually guilty of; crying, theſe that have — 1.6. 
turn d the World upſide down are come hither alſo; and theſe 
all do contrary to the Decrees of Ceſar, ſaying that there is *. 7.

anather King , one Jeſus. But how innocent was that 
Apoſtle of the Crime laid to his charge > Who ever 
was a more zealous Aſſertor of the Neceſſity of Sub- 
jection to Higher Powers, than he? He whom we 
find, not long aſter, declaring in his defence, againſt 
the like many and. grievous Complaints of the ſame 

Att xxv. Fews, which, as it is there laid, they could not prove; that 
| as he had done nothing either againſt Celar or the 

Laws; ſo if he had done any thing of that nature, he 
--v.1r did not refuſe to die. But it is enough for the Diſciple, that 

„ be be 4s his Maſter , and the Servant as his Lord; if 
they call d the Maſter of the houſe Beelzebub, how much 

more ſhall they call them of his houſhold * St. Paul there- 

fore might well endure to be thus us d, to be calld a 
A8zxxiv. peſtilent Fellow, and a Mover of Sedition; ſince no kinder 

| Uſage, or better Language had been before the Lot of 
his Bleſſed Lord, who was accusd by the clamorous 
Multitude in the ſame ſtrain; We found this Fellow per- 
Lak xxii, Verting the nation, and forbidding to give tribute to Cæſar; 

* ſaying, that he himſelf is Chriſt a King. But how noto- 
riouſly falſe, in every particular, was this Accuſation ! 
Inſtead of ſetting hinnfalf up for King, he fled, and 

hid himſelf from thoſe that would by Force have made 

oh rs, him ſo. Inſtead of forbidding to give Tribute, he 
gave the moſt public and ſolemn Determination, that 

Mat, xxii. the things that are Ceſar's ſhould be render d unto Ceſar, 

„as conſciencioufly, as to God the things that are God's : 
And rather than He or any of his Followers ſhould 

be thought to refuſe Payment, he exerted his Divine 

| Power at the expence of a Miracle, to procure Tribute- 

ruin money for himſelf and Peter, out of the depth of the Sea.

Thus this Charge of Enmity to Ceſar, and Diſtur- 
bance of the State, wherewith the Goſpel of Chriſt was 
at it's firſt ſetting forth ſo blaſphem d, by the uexam- 
pled Meekneſs of our Saviour, and the Peaceableneſs of 
his Doctrine, and the inoffenſive Carriage of thoſe that 
were the firſt Teachers and Learners of it, was viſibly 
confuted, and utterly overthrown. But that we 
the better underſtand the Ground of all cheſe falſe 
Accuſations, and give ſome account, how the moſt * 1 
Meek and Humble Preacher, of the moſt Self-denying 
and Peaceable Religion that ever was known in the 
World, could be charg d with Sedition and Rebellion, 
with Diſobedience to Cæſar, and Aſpiring to a'King- 
dom; or, if any ſuch Charge ſhould by the Malice of 
his Enemies be preferr d, how it was poſſible that it 
ſhould by any, even the moſt corrupt Court of Juſtice, 
be admitted and favour d; we muſt take notice, that 
upon the time of our Saviour s appearing in the fleſh, 
the Minds of Men were generally poſſeſs d with an 
Opinion that highly conducd to promote and gain 
Credit to ſuch an Accuſation, howſoever otherwiſe im- 
probable and abſurd. For it is moſt certain, that the 
whole Nation. of the Jews were then 'in earneſt and 
inſtant expectation of their Meſiah z all their Prophe- 
cies pointed at this very Time, When the Lord ſhould Mat ii. 1. 
* ſuddenly come to his Temple. When the Deſire of all nations nag ii. 7, 
ſhould fill that Houſe with his Glory, and make the Glory of 
that Houſe greater than that of the former. And ſo far they | 
were exceedingly in the right, this, and no other, was 
the Time, in which their moſt earneſt Longings, now 
more than ever awaken d and enflam d, might have 
B 2 receiv d 


1 
receiv'd their full Satisfaction in the Preſence of their fo 
long promis d King, But their fatal Miſtake was this, 
(which alſo blinded their Eyes from ſeeing his proper 
Glory and true Majeſty) they had, from the Prophetical 
Deſcriptions of the Reign of the Meſſiah groſly miſun- 
derſtood, form'd to themſelves, in their Carnal Imagi- 
nations, a Meſiah quite different from what the true 
meaning of thoſe Prophecies foretold, not a Spiritual, 

but a Temporal Prince; one that ſhould Reſtore to 
Vrael the Kingdom that the Romans had taken from 
them, that ould Reign with all Secular Pomp and 
Power in the Throne of David; and, having ſubdu'd - 
the reſt ofthe World to himſelf, make Jeruſalem the Seat 
of an Univerſal Monarchy. For this they waited im- 
patiently, as many as look'd for Redemption in Jeruſa- 
lem. This was ſo generally believ'd and expected, that 
even thoſe that had been daily Hearers of his moſt Meck 
and Self-denying Doctrine, that were admitted to the 
neareſt Attendance upon him , nay the intimateſt 
Friendſhip with him, could not, till the Holy Ghoſt _ 
himſelf came down upon 'em to lead 'em into all 
Truth, relinquiſh ſo deeply rooted a Prejudice. TLwWas 
from this vain Conceit, and in proſpect of his Tem- 
poral Grandeur, that the Mother of Zebedee's Children 
ſued to him for the Preferment of her Sons, with an 
Eye to this Secular Dominion the Apoſtles debated ſo 
earneſtly among themſelves, which of them ſhould be 
greateſt; and after his Reſurrection, with ſomewhat 
Ads i. 6. Of Impatience ask d him, Lord, wilt thou at this time re- 
ſtore again the Kingdom to Iſrael: Neither was this Ex- 
pectation of ſome extraordinary Perſon, at this time to

come into the World, who ſhould be the Founder of 
a New and moſt Powerful Empire, confin d to the 


Jewiſh Nation only, but was ſpread over the whole 
Roman Dominions, of which we have ſufficient Proof 


in chat famous Eclogue of Virgil, borrow'd from the kelog 4. 


Sibylline Verſes, which were as plainly borrowd from 


Iſaiah's Prophecy; and again in his Æneid, where he zncid. s. | 


applies this 33 receivd Prediction to Auguſtus, 
as he had before done it to Saloninus : Neither was 
the Time only mark'd out, but even the Place, from 
whence this great Empire was to take its Riſe, by a 
Tradition which had long prevail'd over a great part 


of the World. For Suetonius tells us, that there had tn vie 


been an antient and conſtantly receivd Opinion 
throughout all the Eaſt, that it was by the Fates or- 
dain'd, that about that time there ſhould come out 
of Judea, thoſe who were to be Lords of the Univerſe. 
And 'tis probable, that the Wiſe Men of the Eaſt, 
where this Tradition was of ſo long ſtanding and 
univerſal Credit, might upon it ground their Que- 


ſtion, Where is He that is born King of the Jews. Cer> "RY = 


tainly Herod could not have been fo much troubled at 
the Report of their giving this Title to an Infant newly 
and obſcurely born, if the general Expectation of a 
Mighty Monarch then to appear, had not made him 
more than ordinary apprehenſive and folicitous for 
his own Kingdom; ſo far as to be tranſported to that 
barbarous and inhuman Cruelty of murdering ſo ma- 
ny Innocent Children, in hopes thereby to have ſe- 


cur d himſelf from this New-born King. 
This 
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This Opinion ſo generally receiv d, the Malice of 


the Jews made uſe of againſt our Saviour, accuſin 


him, contrary to the cleareſt Knowledge and fulle 

"Conviction of their own Minds, of affecting ſuch a 
Sovereignty, as, if he really had pretended to, they 
would have been the forwardeſt to have abetted him 
in his Pretenſions. For the chief Reaſon of their diſ- 
owning him for their Mefiah, was, his not appearing 
in the Splendor of Worldly Greatneſs, and the Maje- 
ſty of a Prince; and the Contempt and Hatred of 


him, which urgd 'em at laſt to accuſe him that he

did, was at firſt rais d in em, becauſe he did not make 
himſelf a King. How falſe ſoever they knew this 
Charge to be, they doubted not but it would take ef- 
ſect, this Article therefore they preſs, this they urge 
and inſiſt upon againſt him, with this they frighten 


the Roman Governour to a Compliance, crying out, 


If thou let this Man go, thou art not Cæſars Friend; 


whoſoever maketh bimſelf a King, ſpeaketh againſt Cæſar. 


Our Bleſſed Saviour being in this manner accus d, 
and thereupon examind by Pilat, and preſs d to an- 
ſwer whether he was a King ? as he does not poſitive- 
ly own, ſo by no means does he diſown him: to be 
2 He rather ſeems to give an imply d Conſent to the 


terms of the Accufation, if rightly underſtood ; to the 


Queſtion, Art thou 4 Ring? ſeveral times repeated, 
anſwering no more than this, Thou ſay ſt it; not ſhew- 
ing the leaſt Diſlike, but rather intimating his Appro- 
bation. of Pilat's giving him that Title: And herein, as 


| Tim. vi. the Apoſtle ſpeaks, He witneſS'd a good Confeſſion. For

he knew himſelf to be indeed a King, a greater King 
than

than Pilat RY Lord of a far more Glorious 


and Powerful Empire than Ceſar ever poſſeſs d; an 
Empire by infinite degrees larger in Extent, and lon- 
er in Duration, as wide as Heaven and Earth, and as 
faſting as Eternity. Bur to ſhew the Falſhood and 
Malice of his preſent Accuſers, and to obviate all Pre- 
tences of his — Subjects (which upon his Title 
they might advance to Secular Dominion) to prevent 
for ever all miſtakes concerning his Kingdom, he de- 
clares in the Words of my Text, that his Regal Power 
was of a quite different Nature from what the Princes 
of this World exercis d or underſtood, My Kingdom is. 
not of this World. 
From which Words [ ſhall endeavour to ſhew. 
I. Firſt, That Chriſt is truly a King. Do LL, 5 
II. Secondly, That his Kingdom does not by any | 
means interfere with or Jiftunk, much leſs diſolve or 
deſtroy the Kingdoms of this World. 
III. Thirdly, What Influence the Conſideration of 
Chriſt's Heavenly Kingdom ought to have over all: 
thoſe, who have either the Supreme Power or Subor- 
dinate Adminiſtration in any of the Kingdoms upon: 
Earth. . 
I. I ſhall begin with the Firſt, namely, That Chriſt 
is truly a King, and that he undoubtedly is in a two- 
fold reſpect, that is, whether we conſider him as God 
or Chriſt, 5 5 
1. If we confider our Saviour as God, the Second 4 
Perſon in the Ever- bleſſed Trinity, whoſe Glory with? 
the Father's is Equal, and Majeſty Coeternal; we: 
muſt needs allow him to be King both. of Heaven 
and!

and Earth; and that, firſt by Right of Creation, the 
moſt undoubted Ground of Propriety; and conſequent- 
ly of Power: Thisis the Acknowledgment of the four 
and twenty Elders in the Revelations , before him that 
Rey. iy ii. ſat upon the Throne, caſting down their Crowns before the 
Throne, and ſaying, Thou art worthy , O Lord, to receive 
Glory and Honour and Power, for thou haſt created all things, 
and for thy. Pleaſure they are, and were created. And ſe— 
condly, by his actual taking upon himſelf the Admi- 
bf cli io. Biſtration and Government of the World; The Lord 
has prepared his Throne in Heaven, and ſ is Kingdom ruletb 
pſ.xcvii.r. over all; and in another Pſalm, The Lord reigneth, let 
pſ.xcix, 1. the Earth rejoice; and in another, The Lord reigneth, 
let the People tremble; and in ſeveral other places of 
Scripture, ſo obvious that it is needleſs, ſo numerous 
that it were endleſs to recite them. 

2. But it is not in this Senſe that we are here to 
underſtand our Saviour to be a King; the Kingdom 

of his which in the Text is properly meant, is his 
Mediatorial Kingdom, that belongs to him as he is 
Chriſt, God and Man, the Meſias, the Anointed of 

the Lord: Of whom God ſpeaks in the ſecond Pſaln, 
Plal. ii. 6. I have ſet my King upon my Holy Hill of Sion: To whom 
| holy David addreſſeth .himſelt, with ſo much Rapture, 
and in ſo ſublime a Strain, through the whole Kath 

ſal. xlv. fifth Pſalm, Thy Throne O God is foreverand ever, the Sce- 
p tre of thy Kingdom is a right Sceptre; thou loveſt Righte- 
onſneſs and hateſt Wickedneſs, therefore God, thy God hath 
anointed thee with the Oil of Gladneſs above thy fellows : Of 

lake lg, hom the Angel told the Virgin, Thou ſhalt bring forth 
- 33- 4 Son, and ſhalt call his name Jeſus : He ſhall be Great,

But as David, 
his Type and Father, for ſeveral years after. his —_ | | 
not only deſign d by God, but alſo anvinted by 8s. | 
muel to be King over Iſrael rob not on him the Regal! 
Dignity, but continu'd as a Private Man in Hebron; ſo 
Chriſt himſelf for ſome time, during the ſtate F his 
Humiliation, ſhew'd no outward Signs of Dominion, 
nor exercis d any part of his Kingly Power, till after 
his Reſurrection from the Dead: Then he firſt al- 
ſumes the Exerciſe of his Rightful Authority, then he 
declares. to his Apoſtles the Plenitude and Extent of 
his Power; All Power is given me, both in Heaven and in w.. 
Earth: Then he gives them this ample Commiſſion, | 
this wonderſul Command, Go. ye therefore and make v0 
Diſciples of all Nations, Baptizing them in the Name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghoſt : Teaching 
them. to obſerve all things whatſoever I commanded you; and 
lo I am with you always, to the End of the World. This was 
his firſt Act of Royalty which he did then moſt juſtly 
exerciſe; as lawful Princes do ſeveral Acts of Power, 
before the Ceremony of their Coronation. Bur his ſo- 
lemn Inauguration was not celebrated till his Aſcen- 
ſion into Heaven, and ſitting down at the Right Hand 
of the Father. This was our Lord's open and trium- 
phant Acceſſion to the Throne, this the glorious man-

ner of taking Poſſeſſion of his Kingdom. A Kingdom 
prepared indeed for him before the Foundation of the 


; Lph. 1. 17, Wor ld, but actually conferr d upon him by the Father. 


20, 41,22, of Glory; then, when he rais d him from the dead, and ſet 
him at his own Right Hand mthe. Heavenly Places. Fur above 
all Principality and Power and Might and Dominion, and every 
Name that is nam d, not only in this World, but alſo in that 
which. is to come; and has put all things under his Feet, and 
gave him to be Head over all things tothe Church: For that is 
his peculiar Kingdom; - and as before his Incarnation, 
tho as Son of God, he reignd Univerſal King of all 

the Earth, (for what the Father works, as Lord and 
King over all, he from the beginning work d, not 
without, but by the Son;) and yet then out of all the 


Kingdoms of the Earth, over which he had an equal 


and abſolute Dominion, he choſe one only Nation to 


be his peculiar People; and Jeruſalem particularly had 


Plaxlviii. the Honourable Title of the City of the Great Ring: So 


now, and ever ſince his Exaltation to his Heavenly 


Kingdom, wherein, as Son of Man, he ſits and reigns 


Sovereign Lord over all, tho the whole World is 


equally ſubject to his Power, yet in a more eminent 
manner, and by diſtinguiſhing Grace , his Church is 
his proper Kingdom; and tho he truly is, what he is 
Revel.i.;, ſtiled in the Revelations, Prince of the Kings of the 
Earth, yet his peculiar Glory, and the Title that he 
delights in, is, what he is in the ſame Book call d by, 


Ber. xv.3- the King of Saints. He has therefore a double King- 
dom; that of Power, to which the whole Creation is 


ſubje&, and that of Propriety, to which, by a' nearer 
and dearer Relation, his Ele& only appertain. None 
| can 
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can poſſibly be exempted from the firſt, but happy 
are they who have an Intereſt in the ſecond; begun here 
in Grace, but to be perfected hereafter in Glory! All 
the Powers of the Viſible or Inviſible World, all the 
Temporal or Spiritual Enemies of this Kingdom are 
yet now righitfully ſubject to him; and ſhall, whenever 
he pleaſes, be effectually ſubdu d by him. For nothing 
in Earth or Hell itſelf is out of the reach of his Dmi-—— 
nion, or of Force againſt his Might, and be muſt reign co. v. 
till he has put all things under his Feet. But his Domi, f 
nion over theſe, is as over Rebels; and for all thoſe 
chat refuſe to ſubmit to his Sceptre-of Righteouſneſs. he Beb. i. 8.

like a! Potter's Veſſel,» But over all, choſe that receive his 
Goſpel, call d in Scripture the Goſpel of the Kingdom, Mat.iv.23: 
over all that believe in his Word, and'obey his Com- 
mands, that gladly embrace his Holy Faith, and wil- 

lingly ſubmit to his Righteous Laws; over theſe he 
reigns as oyer his Loyal and Loving and Beloved Sub- 

jects; theſe are the true Members of his Heavenly 
Kingdom, as obedient to the Laws, ſo entituled to the 
Privileges of the Holy City above; already Fellows gph ll , 
Citizens of the Saints, Partahes of the Inheritance of the - "I ny 
Saints in Light; whom God has delivered from the Power of 
Darkneſs, and bath tranſlated into the-Kingdom of his dear 

Son. They. are came unto Mount Sion, and untd the City Heb. xii. 
of the Living God, the Heavenly Feraſalem; and to an innu- 
merable Company of Angels, to the general Aſſembly and 
Church of the Firſt-born, who are written in Heaven; and 

to GOD the Judge of all, and to the Spirits of juſt Men

and his Church is his peculiar Kingdom, a Kingdom, 
as the Apoſtle ſpeaks, that cannot be moved. But ſuch 


no Earthly Kingdom is, or can be : So that we 


might, even from hence, tho we had no other Rea- 
ſons , tho we had not our Saviour's own Word for it 
in the Text, conclude, that His Kingdom is not of 


this World. 


Which leads me to o the Second Thing propos d. 
II. To ſhew, that Chriſt's Kingdom does not in- 


terfere with or diſturb, much leſs diſſolve or deſtroy 


the Kingdoms of the Earth. 

Why then did the Heathen rage, and the People imagine vain 
things ? The Kings of the Earth, why did they ſtand up? 
Why were the Rulers gather d ropether againſt the Lord and 
his Chriſt? as David by the Spiric ſpake, For of a 
truth, againſt this Holy Child Jeſus, whom God anointed, 
both Herod and Pontius Pilate, with the 1 and the 
People of Iſrael were gathered together; and killd the 
Prince of Life. Why ? but, Becauſe they knew him not, 
nor the Voice of the Prophets, which yet they fulfill d in 


condemning bim: Nor the Nature of his Kingdom;

He came indeed to be a Redeemer and Deliverer, 
but the Tyranny and Bondage that he was to reſcue 
his Subjects from, was not their due Obedience to 
Temporal Governours, but the inſupportable Voke 
of their Spiritual Enemies, Sin and Satan and 
Death. Theſe Enemies he came to ſubdue, and has 


ſubdu d, and continues to ſubdue! He is gone forth, Rer. vi. 2. 


conquering and to conquer; but not with the Arm of 


Fleſh, but the Sword of the Spirit; for the Weapons , Cora. 


of his Warfare are not Carnal, tho they are Mighty. 
The way he choſe both to Found and Propagate his 
Church, to acquire firſt, and then to enlarge the 
Bounds of his Spiritual Dominion , was firſt by 
Himſelf , not — „but dying; then Wee a 
Noble Army indeed, but ſuch a one as conſiſted of 


Martyrs only, and as other Conquerours boaſt of F 3 


flaying their chouſands and ten thouſands; the 
Church of Chriſt on the contrary was Victorious, and 


triumph d, and over- run the World, by having her N 


Thouſands and Ten Thouſands lain. | 
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And wherever this Kingdom of Heaven prevail d, 
what Laws did it enact, bur ſuch as conduc d to the 
Peace and Settlement and good Order and Security of 
all the Kingdoms of the Earth? What were the Duties 
ir preſcrib d, but Submiſſion and Obedience to Superi- 
ours, Numility and Condeſcenſion to Inferiours, 


ſtrict Juſtice, and inviolable Truth, and univerſal 


Charity, unbounded Love and over- flowing Benefi- 


cence to all Mankind? Thoſe ſocial Virtues, to which 
all Communities owe not only their Well- Being, but 
their very Being itſelf ; and which, exercis'd in Faith 
and Obedience to the Lord Chriſt, were thenceforth, 
from Natural Aﬀections or Moral Duties, ennobled and 
exalred into Acts of Religion and Divine Graces, _ 
And the Obligation to all theſe, was made more 
ſtrong and efficacious than it could poſſibly be from 


any Human Sanction, the Performance of em en- 


courag d by the moſt engaging Promiſes, not of 


Temporal, but of Eternal Rewards, and the Neglect 


threatned with the moſt ſevere and everlaſting Puniſh- 
ments, with a, Forfeiture of che Heavenly Inheritance, 


and an utter Excluſion, from this Glorious Kingdom.

And theſe Rewards to be beſtow'd, and theſe Puniſh- 
ments to be inflicted by an All- ſeeing Judge, that 
ſearches the Heart, and weigheth the Spirits, and tries 
the Reins, and undeyſtandeth the J houghts a far off. Such 
a Prince only as this can require Truth in the inward 
Parts, give Laws to the Mind and Conſcience, and 
ſee Rules to the ſecreteſt Wiſhes and Deſires of the 
Heart. Chriſt our King does this, and whatever 


Actions are in the Eye of Human Juſtice, or theſe out- 


ward

ward Courts Criminal, the very Thoughts any way 
tending or acceflary to ſuch Acts, are in his fight of 
Equal Guilt. When therefore Religion has its juſt. 
Force and Influence upon the Minds of Men, when 
the Law of Chriſt, . which reaches the Spirit and regu- 
lates the Thoughts, and reſtrains the firſt Motions of 
diſorderly Appetite or unruly Paſſion, prevails, tow. 
can it be doubted, but outward Obedience to Human 
Inſtitutions will readily and eafily follow? For how 
ſhould he be guilty of the groſs Quvert-A&, who 
dares not ſo much as harbour the very firſt Inclina- 
tion to it? With whom to Covert, . is to Steal; to 
Luſt, is to commit Adultery ; to Hate, is to Murder; 
and to be Diſaffected, is to Rebel? From whence we 
may eaſily perceive. the infinite Advantage that ac- 
crues to Civil Government from Religion; and this, 
even the Atheiſt himſelf, by dire& Conſequence from 
his own Scheme of Irreligion,, is forcd to acknow- 
ledge. For when. Religion is by him made only a 
State Contrivance, devisd by cunning Politicians, ta 

keep the People in a common Awe of the Magiſtrate, 
and mutual Peace among themſelves ; is it not at the 
ſame time confeſs d to be of all things the moſt Bene» 
ficial to Government, the ſureſt Bond of Obedience, 
and the ſtrongeſt Cement of Society? With great Force 
and Truth therefore did the firſt Apologiſts of the 
Church make out to the Roman Emperours, that 
Chriftianity was ſo far from ſubverting their Govern- 
ment, that on the. contrary, there was nothing that ſo 
much tended to its Quiet and Eſtabliſhment. Not 
all cheir own Imperial Laws and: Edicts, could ſo 
ſubſtane. 


TN 
ſubſtantially: provide for its Peace and Security as that, 
A true Chriſtian they demonſtrated to be the beſt 
CTCommon-wealths- man, and a more dutiful Subject 
co Caſar, for his belonging to the Kingdom of Chriſt. 
For as to the Accuſation, which, upon this account, 
they lay under, common to them with their Bleſſed 
Jutin Lord; hear one of em thus vindicating them to Anto- 
Kartyr ninus: When you are told that we expect a Kingdom, you 
1.444 make a very wrong Conſtruction, and imagine we mean 4 
Fun. Temporal Kingdom among Men, whereas we mean, that 
Kingdom wherein we ſhall Reign with God for ever. Which 
is manifeſt from this, that whenever we are examined, we 
readily confeſs our ſelves to be Chriſtians, tho we aſſuredly 
know that Death is the Puniſhment that attends that Con- 
feſſion. For if our Expectation were of an Earthly King- 
dom, we ſhould deny our Religion to preſerve our Lives, or 
at leaſt, ſtudy to lie hid till we could bring about what we 
expett. But, as it ts, ſince our Hopes are not ſet upon 
things of this Life, we fear not thoſe who are ready to take 
it from us. þ 
This was the true Spirit of Primitive Chriſtianity, 
of. choſe, whoſe Ambition was not fix d on any thing 
Lower than Heaven, or Shorter than Eternity. A 
%% Kingdom they all waited for, and after having fought 
44 good Fight, and finiſh'd their Courſe, and kept the Faith, 
they were aſſur d, that for them there was a Crown laid 
1 up. But they had learn d allo, that a Man is not 
; lim. ni. Crown d except be ſtrive lawfully. The Faith they knew, 
= 5 wazito be kept, and propagated too, tho a Fight for 
1 it was to be fought. But to make that a Good Fight, it 
| > nw neceſſary, that none but Lawtul Weapons ou 
Nn e

be-usd ; no Armour, but ſuch as was allow'd of and 
appointed by the Captain of their Salvation, put on. 
And what were thoſe, but Truth, and Righteouſneſs, rpheſ. vi. 
and Peace, and the Sword of the Spirit which is the Nord . 
of God? lt was not by Violence and outward Force, 
but by Long- ſuffering and Patience, by Meeknels and 
Gentleneſs, by Doing all Good and Suffering all Evil 
that the Goſpel made its way: and wherever it came 
it was fo far from overturaing, that it rather confirm'd 
boch Private Right and Publick Authority. It brought 
indeed, along with it, its own Privileges and its own 
Laws, bur confer d- not the one nor impos'd the other 
upon any but its own Subjects; upon none bur thoſe 
ho were willing and glad to receive em, and deſirousto 
be admitted into that Holy Kingdom; into which they, 
who were thus admitted, did not, upon that ſcore, ad- 
vance any New Pretenſions to the Power or the Poſſeſſi- 
ons of thoſe that were Without. So far were they from 
imagining that, upon the account of their Saintſhip, they 
might claim and ſeize the Goods or Properties of Others, 
chat by it, they knew they ſhould be often obliged, which 
as readily they performed, to part with their Own. 
No Real Saint was ever ſo wickedly Wild (like thoſe 
who have ſacrilegiouſſy uſurpd and profan'd that 
Name) as to pretend that his {viſible Faith gave him 
a Right to the Infidels Viſible Eſtate, or that Inward 
Grace was the only juſt Title to Outward Dominion. 

They were alſo ſo far from Oppoſing juſt Authori- 
ty, that no Doctrine was more preſs d by them than 
the Neceſſity of Subjectiom to the Higher Powers, and _ 
that not for Wrath but for Conſcience ſake. A new = ſows. ll, 
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far ſtronger Security to Publick Peace than all the Seeu- 
lar Laws in the World could ever give. And this Obe- 
dience was to be Univerſal, to every Command, tho' ne- 
ver fo Difficult,or Burthenſome or Chargeable; not any 
excepted, that did not manifeſtly oppoſe ſome known 
Law of the Kingdom of Chriſt. Then indeed the 
Rule was, and ever muſt be, That, tho' we Obey 
Man for God's ſake, we muſt never Diſobey God for 
the ſake of Man. In every thing elſe the Chriſtian owns 
himſelf to be oblig d, knowing that when by his Lord's 
Command he obeys the Magiſtrate, he does not ſo 
much obey the Magiſtrate as Him who commanded 
.., this Obedience; and that when he reſiſts the Power he 
Lor v reſiſts the Ordinance of God. For he who is the Author 
of Religion, isthe Author of Magiſtracy too ; and tho 
Chriſts Kingdom is not of this World, yet all the 
Prov. vii- Kingdoms of this World are of Chriſt. By him Kings 
reign. and Princes decree Juſtice ; from him Emperours 
firſt receive their Authority, however afterwards they 
exerciſe it, the Bad as well as the Good, Nero and Ti- 
berius as well as Conſtantine and Theodoſius. From him 
Pilat himſelf had the Power by which he condemn'd 
him; Chriſt himſelf, when he ſtood before his Tribu- 
Jo.xix. nal, ownd as much, Thou couldſt have no Power at all 

it. againſt me, except it were given thee from Above, 
And ſhall all Heathen Government be confeſs d to 
Rom. xiii, be from Above | Shall all the Powers that be, all that 
1 were in being when St. Paul wrote his Epiſtle to the 
Romans be allow d to be ordain d of God, and ſhall it be 
accounted unlawful for a Chriſtian to be a Magiſtrate > 
So wild an Opinion, is not indeed fo much to be won- 
derd 
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der d at from a raving Enthuſiaſt, or frantick Fifth- 
Monarchy-Man : But could it be expected, that the 
ſober Socinian , the great Pretender to right Reaſon 
and found Judgment; * ſhould ever advance ſo Irratio- 
nal, as well as Pernicious a Poſition ? And is it not 
remarkable, that none but thoſe who will admit of no 
Reaſon, and thoſe that will admit of nothing elſe but 
Reaſon, did · ever hold ſo abſurd an Opinion as this to 
be the Doctrine of Chriſt > But can it be conceivd that 
he, who is the Author of all Government, ſhould thus 
contradi& himſelf; and deſtroy his own Infticution ? 
Or deſign that all the Nations that ſhould embrace his 
| Goſpel, ſhould either live altogether without Laws or 
Magiſtracy, or elſe be ever ſubject to Unbelievers 2 
Or, upon the Converſion of Princes and Potentates, 
that thoſe, whom their Infidelity did not, their Faith 
ſhould incapacitate for Government? Can any one 
think, that when St. Paul, with great Addreſs and good 
Manners, and all the reſpectful Titles due to their 


Place and Dignity, apply d himſelf to the moſt noble ami. 


Feſtus and King Agrippa; and wiſh , that they were . 


altogether like himſelf, excepting thoſe Bonds; he meant to — 5 


be underſtood by them to wiſh, that the one would 
lay down his Government, and the other abdicate his 
Kingdom? I ſhall not waſte time in Confuting an 
Opinion, which many, among thoſe who formerly de- 
fended it, begin to be aſham'd of; the Abſurdity of it 
being as eaſie to be ſeen, as the Miſchief of it (ſhould 
it prevail) would be troubleſome to be felt. Certainly, 
as there is no Oppoſition: in Subordination, there can be 
no Contradiction, in being a King of Men, and a 

D 2 Sub- 
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Subject of Chriſt. Certainly it is not only lawful for 
a Chriſtiana to be a Magiſtrate, but none is ſo fit as 

a Chriſtian to be lo. . „ 
III. I come therefore in the laſt place to ſhew, What 
Influence Chriſt's Kingdom ought to have over all 
thoſe who have either che Supreme Power, or Subordi- 
nate Adminiſtration in a Chriſtian Commonwealth: 
What Return our Lord may juſtly expect. from Kings, 
and all that are in Authority under them, our of 
bounden Duty, as they ſtand by him charg'd with the 
Important Truſt of ſo Extenſive a Power; out of Juſt. 
Gratitude, as they are advancd to ſo Auguſt an Emi- 
nence, and God-like Majeſty : Nay, out of common 
Prudence and meer Intereſt, as they are, not only by 
the Irreſiſtible Power of his Arm, but the ſtrong, tho 
gentle Efficacy of his Goſpel , in all theſe confirm'd 
and upheld and ſuſtain d. 
Certainly the firſt thing from Princes expected, is, 
that they ſhould duly conſider and lay to Heart, this 
their ſo abſolute Dependance: That they ſhould have 
not only a General and Habitual Knowledge, but an 
Actual Senſe and Diſtin&t Acknowledgment, not only 
from whom they receivd their Crowns , but who it 
is that keeps 'em on, and makes em flouriſh on their 
val erl. Heads. Who it is, that not only gives them a mighty 

1 People, but ſubdues that People under them. For were 
there not an Inviſible Hand, to bridle and over- rule 
Men's head-ſtrong Paſſions and diſorderly Affections, 
to reſtrain and hold in the impetuous Tide of Pride, 

 Avarice, Ambition and Revenge; not the ſtrongeſt 


Fence of Humane Force or Policy, not the Juſtice or 
pe 3 Wiſdom 
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Wiſdom of any Adminiſtration could be FIT to keep 

'em within any juſt Bounds ; or hinder them from 
turning all things into Anarchy and Confuſion. Bur, 
He that ſtills the Rage of the Sea, and the Noiſe of 1 Pſa.lxv. 7. 
Waves, he alone is ate to calm the Rage, and quiet 
the Madneſ of the People. They ſhould likewiſe re- 
flect, who it is that Protects Th from Foreign 
Force „that gives either the Security of Peace, or the 
Glory of Victory. And who is he, but that great King, 

who can refrain the Spirits of Prince; fo ſtrongly in- pfui. 
fluence the Hearts of Men, that they ſhall not ſo much * 
as deſire the T,and, tho it lay open and naked and Exo. xxiv. 
defenceleſs: Or if the moſt powerful Enemy 4hould *: 42 ; 
rage, and come up againſt it, can put a Hook in bis » Kia.xix. 
Noſe, and a Bridle in his Lips, and turn him back the way 
that he came. This is ſuch a Security, as (without 
him) not the Conduct of Generals, nor the Courage 
of Soldiers, not Forts nor Caſtles, not Fleets nor 
Armies (not to mention Cen or Allies, or 
the Staff of Egypt) can. give. They muſt needs own If ni. 
therefore, That, as they are brought to the Throne by 
him, ſo by him alſo they are defended and kept ſafe 
in it: That, in both reſpects, by him they Reign I as Prov. vi. 
to their Deſignation and Appointment by Chriſt, as 
he is the Eternal Wiſdom; as to their Eſtabliſhment 
and Continuance by the ame Chriſt, as he is the 
_ Inflaite Power of the Pacher Au Conſidera- 
tion is queſtionleſs a juſt Reaſon, that to him who is 
the Bleſſed and only Potentate, all Derivative Power 1 Tim M. 
ſhould do Homage, all the 3 of the Earth 
ſhould bow. 


But 
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But beſides: this Univerſal Power of Chriſt, which 
extends itſelf equally to Believers and Infidels, as well 
to thoſe that have not known him, as to thoſe that 
worſhip him and call upon his Name, Chriſtian 
Princes ſhould conſider, the more immediate Care, 
and peculiar Protection of Chriſt, under which they 
are; that their Throne is more ſtrongly eſtabliſi d, 
and a willing and conſciencious Submiſſion to their 
Power, more effectually ſecur d by the Laws of his 
Kingdom, than any of their own : That, beſides the 
_ Poſitive and Expreſs Precepts , particularly enjoining 
Syubjection and Obedience, the univerſal Tendency of 
his Goſpel, tho deſign d chiefly to bring them and 
all theirs to a more Laſting and Glorious Kingdom 
above; in the mean time directly promotes whatever 
makes for the Strength and Ornament, Safety and 
Proſperity of that, which by his Gift chey at preſent 
enjoy below: By ſweetning the Tempers, and com- 
poſing the Spirits, and calming the Paſſions, and 
regulating the Appetites, and. moderating the Deltres, 
and allaying the Animoſities of its Diſciples: By 
enjoining Meekneſs and Gentleneſs, Mutual Forbear- 
ance and Condeſcenſion, Forgiveneſs of Enemies, and 
Love of all Mankind; the genuine Product of which, 
from a Natural Efficiency, as well as a Divine Bene- 
diction, are the T ranquillity and Union and Felicity 
of a State. 24 
And ought not this Conſideration to convince all 
Chriſtian Potentates, that it is moſt Juſt and Reaſona- 
ble, that They, in Return, ſhould ſhew all poſſible 
Demonſtrations of a Conſciencious Care, and Zealous 
| Con- 
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Concern for the Safery and Intereſt, the Advancement 
and Honour of this Kingdom of Chriſt, to which all 
their own Kingdoms owe ſo much of their Authority 
and Reverence, Peace and Quietneſs, Security and 
Preſervation ? Should they not think themſelves ever 
oblig d to keep up the juſt Awe and Veneration due to 
Religion? To vindicate its Truth from the inſolent 
Attacks of Atheiſm, its Majeſty from the Indignities _ 
of Prophaneneſs, and its Holineſs from the Overflowings pt wii. 3. 
of Ungodlineſs? To bring Piety and Virtue, which 
they alone can do, into Reputation and Honour, by 
their Countenance and Favour, and by diſcouraging ' 
and diſcountenancing Wickedneſs and Vice, to make 
them as Diſhonourable among Men, as they are 
Hateful to God? And ſo to govern their People 
with Juſtice and Clemency, as ever to remember, 
that, with reſpect to the Great King, they themſelves. 
are but Fellow - Subjects, and to him reſponſible for the 
Uſage of thoſe who have, with them, an equal Right 
to the Everlaſting Kingdom? 8 | 

But in a more particular manner, they muſt needs: 
think themſelves obliged to be ſolicitons for the Good 
of chat part of Chriſt's Church, over which he has de- 
legated to them a Temporal Power; to reform, if: 
there be neceſſity, (according to the Laws of Chriſt's . 
Kingdom and their own) all Damnable Errors or- 
Grie vous Abuſes in it; bat where there is no ſuch Ne- 
ceſſity, but the Doctt ines are entirely agreeable to the 
Word of God, and the Diſcipline ed upon Seri- 
pture-Rule and Apoſtolical Practiee, and the Worſhip-- 
Solemn and Devout, cn end

Or derly and Edifying, equally diſtant from Slovenlys- 


Irrevetence and Foppiſh Superſtition , there by all 
means to labour the Eſtabliſhment, and be earneſt for; 
the Preſervation of that Church. For ſuch a Church: 
will ever be the ſureſt Friend and ſtrongeſt Support of 
aà State; and for that reaſon, will deſerve the utmoſt, 
Care and Favour and Protection from it: Will de- 


lerve to be warchfully - guarded and ſtrongly, ſecurd, 


not with the Offenſive Arms of Violence or Perſecution: 
(far be that, which is ſo contrary to the Spirit of. 


Chriſt, from any Society that calls  itle'f a Chriſtian; | 


Church) yet ſurely, with the Defenſive Arms of Pru- 
dence and Foreſight and Prevention. By not ſuffer- 
ing, it. poſſible, them to have the Power, who may 
lie under the bare Suſpicion. only of not wanting the 
Will to Deſtroy it. Eſpecially if This Will diſcovers 
mie Ricking at nothing to obtain That Power. If: 
Men ſhall be found ſo eager of it as to vencure to come 
at it, tho by affronting the awful Majeſty of God, 
and Profaning the moſt Solemn Myſteries of Religion, 
and complying with that, which if they themſel ves ar 
ocher times have not call d, yet they have patiently 
ſuffer d, if not encouraged, others to call Idolatry. 
Thus qualifying themſel ves for a Truſt by an Ack, the 
Impiery and Hy pocriſie of which ought to make em 
juſtly eſteem' d utterly unfit ever to be Truſted. Surely; 
it were not only a, Security, to a Church or State, but 
à great piece of Charity to ſuch Men themſelves, 
(wherever any ſuch are) to be hinder'd from purchaſing 
a, ſhorteliy d Honour or: petty Preferment. in one of 
the Kingdomz of this World, at che coſtly Price, of 
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entirely or manifeſtly cada ing their wt”. 
—— of Chriſt. $0 fou 1 be „ 
from deſerving the Name of Perſecution, * from 


thoſe who ſhould : account it Perſecution o bed 
forthe Power to Perſecute. . 


In fine, the Preſervation of the Charch ought 0 
be one of the Principalleſt Cares and Tendereſt Cons 


cerns of a Chriſtian Prince; nor ſhould he think the * 3 


Power by Chriſt cba to him can any way be 
better employ d, than in Protecting and Chetiſhing 
that Body of which Chriſt hitnſelf is che Head, 
. Be this in general ſpoken of the Influence that 
Chriſt's Kingdom ought to have over Chriſtian Princes. 
But let Us particularly, who live under fo Gracious 


2 Government, be thankful to God that We have no 


Occaſion, on this Subject, for Wiſhes ot Exhorta- 
tions; Our Buſineſs niuſt be only Congratiilations and 
Acknowledgments; whilſt we behold on the Throne 
a Princeſs, who, as She is moſt tenderly concern'd for 
the Proſperity of her People, ſo She evidently _—_ 
chat She Underſtands the True and Sureſt Means to ob⸗ 
rain it; Which are the Encouragement of Religi 
and Virtue, and as Affectionate a Care of That 
Church into which ſhe wasBaptiz d, as That Country in 
which ſhe was Born; procecding from a Heatt as 
Truly Chriſtian, as it is Entirely Engliſh. Whoſe 
affected Piety and Zeal for God's Glory, and Ex- 
etciſe of all Princely Virtues and Chriſtian Graces, 
give us juſt Ground to hope that God will bleſs Us by 
continuing Her long, to be as Glorious a Defender, as 
N ever has been a Conſtant Proſeſſor of the Faith;
